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FALL IN WHOLESALE PRICES OF MOST MATERIALS 
AND MANY PRODUCTS IN FIRST HALF OF 1953 


LTHOUGH THE wholesale prices of some materials decreased 

substantially in the first half of 1953, the index representing all 

basic material prices showed, as in the second half of 1952, a 
relatively modest decline of just over 4 per cent., compared with the 
much greater fall of nearly 12 per cent. in the first half of last year. 
The wholesale prices of the wide range of manufactured articles for 
which official indices are available showed very diverse movements 
in the first half of 1953, but in general these were small. In respect, 
therefore, either of materials purchased by British industries or of 
manufactures sold by them, the tendency has been towards a greater 
steadiness of price levels, with many significant falls, although 
increases in the prices of a number of important commodities must 
not be overlooked. 


Ma’erials Used in Industry 


Almost half the fall of 4-2 per cent. in the basic materials index 
in the first half of 1953 can be attributed to the substantial decline 
in the prices of five non-ferrous metals which carry a weight of 
over 11 per cent. in this index, namely copper (down 11-6 per cent.), 
aluminium (down 3-0 per cent.), lead (down 8-1 per cent.), zinc 
(down 32:7 per cent.) and tin, the price of which fell by 26-7 per 


cent. Among the numerous other items that fell in price over this 
period were rubber (down 23-3 per cent.), raw cotton (down by 
3-4 per cent.), acid oils (both the whale and groundnut varieties fell 
in price by more than 35-0 per cent.), imported softwood (down 
5-1 per cent.), woodpulp for papermaking (down 6-0 per cent.), 
molasses (down 17-6 per cent.) and hides and skins. ‘The combined 
index for hides and skins which fell in the first two months of the 
year but rose by June, 1953, to a level 1-6 per cent. below that 


of December 1952, incorporated different movements for the native 
and imported varieties, the former prices rising by 6-3 per cent. over 
this period and the latter falling by 4-6 percent. The rise of 8-7 per 
cent. in the prices of raw wool, an item which carries the heavy 
weight of 14-0 per cent. in this index, went some way towards 
offsetting the above price falls, but there were only a few other 
supporting price increases—most marked of them being those for 
raw jute (up 16-6 per cent.), shellac (up 14-9 per cent.), palm kernel 
oil (up 18-1 per cent.) and coking coal—the price of which rose 
by 8-9 per cent. The trend of the basic materials index, and of 
some of the more important commodities included in it, since 
January 1952, are shown in charts 1, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9 on page 99. 
The fall in the prices of materials used in the mechanical engineer- 
ing and the electrical machinery industries, which commenced in 
August 1952, was more marked in the first half of this year—when 
these indices fell by 3-9 and 7-3 per cent., respectively, than in the 
second half of last year when they declined by only 1-8 and 2-9 per 
cent., respectively. This fall in the prices of the materials used 
in these two sectors of industry followed rises of 6-4 and 5-4 per 
cent., respectively, in the first half of 1952. The downward trend 
in both indices between December 1952 and June 1953 was largely 
attributable to the considerable reduction in the price of non-ferrous 
metal items during this period, which, assisted by falls in the prices 
of raw rubber and (in the mechanical engineering materials index 
only) of imported softwood, brought the indices back to their 
levels in January 1952 and June 1951, respectively. The fact that 
the fall in the electrical machinery materials index was almost 
twice as great as that in the mechanical engineering index was due 
not only to the much heavier weight carried in the former index by 
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non-ferrous metals, but also to the far smaller weight carried in that 
index by iron and steel items—the prices of which, in general, rose 
during this period by approximately 1:3 per cent. The movement 
of these two indices is illustrated in the second chart on page 99. 

The indices for materials used in building and civil engineering and 
in house building moved only very slightly, both rising by 0-2 per 
cent., between December 1952 and June 1953. This stability 
compares with rises of 0-7 and 2-0 per cent. and falls of 2:5 and 
1-7 per cent., respectively, in the first and second halves of last year. 
The steadiness of these two indices, illustrated in the third chart 
opposite, is partly a reflection of lack of change over this period in 
the prices of many building materials including sand and ballast, 
sanitary fireclay sinks, metal windows and miscellaneous metal locks 
and fasteners. Among the building materials the prices of which 
increased slightly during the first half of the year were cement, bricks, 
iron and steel items and glass, but these price increases were almost 
completely offset, in one or other index, by reductions in the prices 
of non-ferrous metal items, granite chippings, paint, timber and solid 
fuel appliances. Charts 15, 16, 17 and 25 on page 100 illustrate the 
price movements of four of these items, the indices for which appear 
in the tables as commodities produced in the United Kingdom. 


Goods and Other 


Manufactured Consumer 
Commodities 


One of the distinguishing features of the new series of wholesale 
price indices is the increasingly comprehensive representation of 
manufactured articles. Until the coverage of these is more complete 
it is impossible to give a balanced summary of the wide variety of 
price movements in this field, but among the indices now pubiished 
in the first part of the amalgamated table for commodities and groups 
of commodities (which combines the previous industrial output and 
commodity series) are nearly forty that relate to items—other than 
food and fuel—in everyday domestic use. The indices for these 
consumer goods, the movements of which reflect producers’ prices 
and thus exclude purchase tax, have on balance remained com- 
paratively stable in the first half of 1953, although the individual 
movements for different commodities, some of which rose or fell in 
price considerably, were very varied. 

Perhaps the most important group of these items is clothing and 
footwear, the combined index for which rose slightly, by 2-0 per 
cent., over the period. This rise reflected the joint effect on the 
index of a fall of 5-4 per cent. in the prices of rubber footwear items, 
and rises of 3:2, 2-4 and 0-7 per cent. respectively, in the indices for 
hosiery, made-up clothing and boots and shoes. The slight rise in 
both the indices for hosiery and knitted goods and for made-up 
clothing was due to increased prices for woollen items, prices for cotton 
wear remaining comparatively stable and those for rayon items 
falling. 

Many of the numerous indices for household durable items 
declined between December 1952 and June 1953. These included 
three important domestic electrical appliances—refrigerators (down 
6:3 per cent.), cookers (down 4-6 per cent.) and washing machines 
(down 3:5 per cent.), as well as linoleum (down 4:3 per cent.), spoons 
and forks (down 4:2 per cent.), brushes and brooms (down 2:4 per 
cent.) and china and earthenware the prices of which were slightly 
down by 0:3 per cent. While the indices for such other household 
durables as carpets, electric fires and gramophone records remained 
stationary, some rose, including those for perambulators (up 2-6 per 
cent.), cutlery—other than razors and razor blades (up 2-2 per cent.), 
vacuum cleaners (up 0-8 per cent.) and domestic hollow-ware the 
prices of which went up by 0-4 per cent. 

Among the other items in domestic use for which indices are 
published, two—for matches and synthetic detergents—remained 
stationary, five—for pharmaceutical preparations, manufactured 
stationery, travel goods, soap and candles—fell, the last two by as 
much as 8-8 and 9-6 per cent., respectively, while two—for polishes 
and razor blades—rose. The index for tobacco and cigarettes rose, 
fractionally, by 0-1 per cent. 

The index for coal produced in the United Kingdom, published at 
the head of the first part of the table for commodities and groups of 
commodities, has not been mentioned in connection with the above 
references to items entering into daily domestic consumption, since 
it includes not only domestic coal but also various kinds of industrial 
and export coal. In June 1953 the total index for coal had risen 
6-0 per cent. above its December 1952 level, but this index gives little 
indication of the short-term movements in the price of domestic coal 
which, unlike other types of coal, is affected by special summer 
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price reductions. ‘Thus, at June 1953, the average price of domestic 
coal—delivered merchant’s yard, as used in this index, was actually 
0-9 per cent. lower than at the end of 1952, following summer price 
reductions on May 1. Prior to these reductions, at the end of April, 
however, these domestic prices had been 7-4 per cent. higher than in 
December 1952, as compared with a rise of 7:7 per cent. in the 
combined coal index. It must be borne in mind that these reductions 
in domestic prices will be withdrawn later in the year. 

In the first half of 1953 the prices of general chemicals rose by 
3-5 per cent., increases for individual items including those for calcium 
carbide, soda ash, chlorine, caustic soda and benzole. The price of 
sulphuric acid remained stationary. By contrast the prices of most 
other commodities produced in the chemical and allied trades fell, 
including those for dyes and dyestuffs, synthetic resins, pharma- 
ceutical preparations and for soap, candles and glycerine. 

The range of indices available for textile products is not yet 
complete, but among the index numbers published several declined 
in the first half of the year, including cotton cloth (down 4-2 per cent.), 
lace (down 4-7 per cent.), linen yarns (wetspun) as well as both heavy 
and light linen, which decreased by 12-8 and 1-1 per cent. respectively. 
Among the textile products rising in price in this period because of 
their dependence upon wool as a raw material were serge cloth and 
worsted yarns, the prices of which rose by 9-8 and 10-1 per cent., 
respectively. The prices of rayon filament and staple fibres remained 
steady in the first half of the year, only rising fractionally by 0-2 per 
cent. Reductions in some of these prices, however, were announced 
at the beginning of July. 

The indices for the products of the papermaking and allied trades 
either declined slightly or stayed steady during the first half of 1953. 
The index for wallpaper remained stable while those for paper and 
board, cardboard boxes, manufactured stationery and paper bags each 
fell, by 2:4, 4-9, 5-4 and 2-5 per cent., respectively. 

The movements of some of the many indices for commodities or 
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groups of commodities, referred to above, are illustrated in charts 12 
to 26 on page 100. 


New Index Numbers 


Since the beginning of 1953, forty additional price indices have been 
published in the new (June 30, 1949 = 100) wholesale price series, 
six of them being published for the first time in this issue. ‘These 
include an index for all linen produced in the United Kingdom 
together with two sub-indices for light and heavy linen, and a new 
index for carpets and rugs which combines the price movements 
shown in the separate indices for carpets and for mohair and pile 
fabric rugs, both published previously. The other two new indices— 
for iron and steel and for clothing and footwear—are shown in the 
additional table entitled ‘‘ Price index numbers of the output of broad 
sectors of industry,” which jg briefly described later in this article. 

The newly published conlioaie index for iron and steel (June 30, 
1949 = 100), covering the output of Standard Industrial Classification 
headings 40, 41, 43 and 44, has been made available by the Board of 
Trade to inquirers for some time but has not previously appeared in 
the Board of Trade Journal. ‘The selection of items used to represent 
changes in the prices of iron and steel in this new index has also been 
used in the old (1930 = 100) index since January 1951, so that both 
indices show the same percentage movement from that date. Despite 
the fact that these two indices now move in the same way, the old 
index will continue to be published till the end of 1955 for the 
convenience of those who are committed to using it for contract 
price adjustment purposes. ‘The new index for clothing and footwear 
includes made-up clothing, hosiery and knitted goods and all footwear 
including rubber footwear. Hats, caps, millinery and fur apparel 
do not feature in this index.

Notes on Wholesale Price Index 

1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance ; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 

2. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 


3. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products 
transferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. 


Similarly, in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities 
produced by United Kingdom industries, products transferred 
between firms within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports 
are included where these are available. 

4. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ ‘‘ ex- 
works ”’ prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver,

The issue of June 16 also gave a list of 
the index of basic materials (excluding fuel) for non-food industries 
Details of the other indices of industrial materials, namely those for 
the electrical machinery and mechanical engineering industries and 
building and civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal 
on September 16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951 
respectively. It is not intended at rresent to publish in the Board 
of Trade Journal details of the constituent items and the weights used 
in the construction of any of the indices for commodities or groups of 
commodities ; where it is possible to issue these, however, they may 
be obtained on application to the Director of Statistics, Board of 
Trade, at the address below.

Changes in Presentation of Tables of Whole- 


sale Price Indices 


The indices previously published separately in the industrial output 
and commodity tables have been amalgamated, in this issue, into a 
single table entitled ‘‘ Price index numbers of commodities and groups 
of commodities.” In the first part of this new table, relating to 
commodities and groups of commodities produced in the United 
Kingdom, the indices representing the price movements of the whole 
ot part of the output of an industry, as defined in the Standard 
Industrial Classification, have been brought together in the order of 
that classification, so that reference to these indices should now be much 
simpler than before, when readers may have needed to consult both 
the industrial output and the commodity series. In some cases, for 
example, where there is no index available to represent the price 
movement of the output of the whole of a Standard Industrial 
Classification heading, there are nevertheless indices available which 
cover parts of it and these are so described in the new table. In 
cases where sub-indices of an output heading have previously been 
published in the commodity series, separately from the main output 
price index, they are now brought together and inset beneath the 
composite index for the entire heading of which they are a part. 
In these cases the parts for which indices are available for publication 
do not always add up to the whole. 

Where an index in this part of the table is compiled from the price 
movements of a number of commodities, the series have in general 
been combined in proportion to the value of the sales in the United 
Kingdom in 1948 of the commodities represented. 

The second part of the new table, relating to commodities and 
groups of commodities wholly or partly imported, contains indices for 
items wholly imported and for commodities the consumption of which 
includes a proportion of imports. Where an index here is compiled 
from the price movements of a number of commodities, the series in 
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general have been combined in proportion to the value of purchases 
of the commodities by industry, agriculture or final consumers in 
the United Kingdom in 1948, so that the weights are based on the 
value of imports, plus, where appropriate, the value of sales of United 
Kingdom production less exports. For so long as the number of 
these indices remains small, they will be shown in alphabetical order 
of the individual commodities and groups into which associated items 
have been classified. 

The index numbers for commodities and groups of commodities 
in the combined table described above include many of the bricks 
from which the composite index numbers which appear in the two short 
tables preceding them are’built up. ‘The first of these two short tables 
remains the same in content as it has been since 1951, but the title 
has been expanded to “ Price index numbers of materials used in 
broad sectors of industry ”’ in order to emphasize the composite nature 
of the index numbers concerned. Following this is a new table 
entitled ‘ Price index numbers of the output of broad sectors of 
industry,” in which the series given measure the price movements of 
goods sold by broad sectors of industry in contrast to the series in 
the first table which measure the price movements of materials 
purchased by them. Although index numbers in this series for such 
comprehensive aggregates as, for example, “‘ all manufactures other 
than food ”’ cannot yet be calculated, it has been possible to include 
three indices in this new table. ‘The first of these is that for iron and 
steel which has already been referred to above. Second is the index 
for the output of blast furnaces and iron and steel melting and rolling 
works, previously published in the industrial output series. It is 
used widely for contract price adjustment, and although it covers only 
two minimum list headings of the Standard Industrial Classification, 
namely 40 and 41, it represents a significant sector of industry. 
Thirdly, there is the new index for clothing and footwear, also 
referred to above, which includes made-up clothing, hosiery and all 
kinds of footwear.

Provisional United Kingdom Trade Figures for June 


YHE provisional total of United Kingdom exports in June (24 

working days) was {204-0 million compared with {211-7 million 
in May (25 working days) and £214-8 million in April (24 working 
days). ‘The monthly average for the second quarter was {210-1 
million, compared with £208-5 million in the first quarter although 
there was a smaller number of working days in the second quarter. 

Imports in June at £291°7 million were a little less than in April 
and May. ‘The monthly average of £292-3 million for the second 
quarter was considerably above the level of the first quarter of 
£272-4 million. 

Re-exports in June were £8-0 million, which was also the average 
for the second quarter, compared with £10-0 million in the first 
quarter. The excess of imports (c.i.f.) over exports and re-exports 
({.0.b.) in the first half of 1953 was £64 million a month compared 
with £77 million in the first half of 1952 and £50 million in the second 
half.

At the same time, the title will be changed to ‘‘ Export Services 
Branch.” This title better describes the functions of the Branch, 
which will be unchanged, namely: to help United Kingdom manu- 
facturers to find representatives or agents abroad ; to assist United 
Kingdom business men going abroad ; to provide information about 
overseas markets and to advise industrial organizations and individual 
firms on the opportunities and methods of exporting their goods ; 
to provide information about tariff and import licensing regulations 
abroad ; and to distribute information of use to exporters through the 
Special Register Information Service. 

Inquiries relating to trade policy between the United Kingdom and 
individual countries overseas, and to general policy not peculiar to 
trade with any one country, e.g. the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (G.A.T.T.), commercial treaties, and relations with 
O.E.E.C. (the Organization for European Economic Co-operation) 
should continue to be directed to the Commercial Relations and 
Exports Department, Horse Guards Avenue, Whitehall, London, 
S.W.1. (Trafalgar 8855.) 

The Industries Branch (now to be known as the Export Services 
Branch) has hitherto been at Horse Guards Avenue, Whitehall ; it 
performs most of the functions transferred to the Board of Trade when 
the Department of Overseas Trade was absorbed in 1946. 


More Goods Freed from Control 


THE remaining Board of Trade siatutory controls on glassware, 
pianos and organs, silk yarn and knotted netting are to be removed 
as from July 15, 1953. 

The Order giving statutory effect to the removal of these Controls 
is the Miscellaneous Controls (Revocation) Order, 1953 (S.I. 1953 
No. 1078). Copies of the Order are obtainable, price 2d. (by post, 
34d.) from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and 
branches. 


The Orders to be revoked are :— 


Glassware : The Glassware (Control of Manufacture and Supply) 
Order, 1948, S.I. 1948 No. 2750. This Order prohibited the manu- 
facture and supply, except under licence, of domestic glassware 
decorated by cutting (including intaglio cutting), engraving and 
etching. 

Pianos and Organs: ‘The Pianos and Organs (Manufacture and 
Supply) Order, 1948, S.I. 1948 No. 2732. This Order prohibited the 


manufacture and supply except under licence of pianos and organs 
and certain parts thereof. 


Knotted netting : The Control of Knotted Netting (No. 1) 
Order, 1942, S.R.O. 1942 No. 1611. This Order controlled the use 
of looms in the production of knotted netting. 


Silk Yarn: The Control of Silk Yarn Order, 1948, S.I. 1948, 
No. 2836, This Order controlled the supply of thrown, spun or noil 
silk yarn.

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British Manufacturers Show Aids 
to Farm Mechanization 


By Our Industrial Correspondent 


HE MOST astonishing exhibit at the 105th Royal Show, held at 
Blackpool last week, was a machine on the stand of a manufacturer 
of oil engines. Designed by the artist Emmett, this machine 
performed almost all the work of the farm, while the farmer sat down. 


This comic machine attracted large crowds and a good deal of 
amusement, but the thoughtful visitor to the 620 agricultural imple- 
ment stands which occupied 70 acres of the show-ground might well 
conclude that it was less far-fetched than appeared at first sight. 
The thousands of articles displayed, ranging from huge crop driers 
to hand tools and from bulldozers to bullrings, are revolutionizing 
the life of the large or small farmer, the horticulturist, poultry- 
keeper, and bee-keeper, to say nothing of their wives. ‘They were 
seen last week in their fullest range by over 118,000 people, including 
visitors from about 40 foreign countries. 


Perhaps the changes that have come to the farm of other days were 
most tellingly exemplified in the educational exhibit of the British 
Electrical Development Association, designed to demonstrate a great 
number of practical applications of electricity in agriculture, horti- 
culture and the home. Among them were milking, sterilizing, steam 
raising, water heating, milk cooling and water pumping in the dairy 
grain drying plants, conveying, elevating, grinding, crushing and 
mixing machinery for the barn. Fixed and portable electrically 
operated tools and equipment for welding and forging were shown in 
the workshop. For pig-keepers various methods of heating and of 
food preparation were shown, and for poultry-keepers a deep litter 
house with automatic feeding and lighting control as well as various 
kinds of incubators and brooders. For the amateur and commercial 
horticulturist there were demonstrations of soil-warming, light 
irradiation, propagation, soil sterilization and irrigation. And, for 
the farmer’s wife, there was a display of cookers, water heaters, 
refrigerators, and many other domestic appliances. 


Rotary Hoes 


Several manufacturers showed rotary hoes, of various sizes but 
invariably of a wide range of applications, like rotary cultivating, 
ploughing, ridging, inter-row cultivating, grass cutting and seed 
drilling. Generally .a compressor attachment was recommended 
for such work as effortless hedge-trimming, spraying, painting and 
tyre-inflation. At least one maker could supply a trailer, suitable for 
loads of 10 cwt., to fit the rotary hoe. ‘These small but handy 
machines had a place in the parades of tractors, with mounted 
instruments, culminating in the giant of 180 horse power. 


It is impossible to do justice to the profusion of other aids to the 
farmer displayed at the show. Some indication of their scope may be 
found by taking at random a single sector of the field they covered : 
a visitor exclusively interested in potatoes would find at least sixty 
pieces of equipment of importance, ranging from potato diggers 
through potato harvesters and attachments, potato haulm cutters and 
flails, potato lifters, potato planters, potato sorters, to potato steamers, 


No less important than implements to high productivity on the 
modern farm are the chemicals and other products perfected to give 
increased yields, and these, too, were shown in great variety—sulphate 
of ammonia as a fertilizer for growing crops, ‘‘ Nitro-chalk ’’ as the 
ideal fertilizer for grassland, many limestone products, and salt licks 
for animals, sterilizing agents, weed killers and insecticides of all 
kinds, and pharmaceuticals for use by veterinary surgeons. 


A number of educational exhibits showed what help the farmer could 
get from voluntary institutions and Government agencies. Around a 
village green the Rural Industries’ Bureau, the Women’s Voluntary 
Services, the Boy Scouts and others demonstrated their place in 
rural life. ‘The Ministry of Agriculture chose as its theme ‘‘ High 
milk output per acre.’’ There was an impressive forestry exhibit, 
and the story of wool was told in ‘‘ From Fleece to Fashion.”” The 
Milk Marketing Board showed the collection of milk by tanker from 
the farm. ‘There were also displays by those concerned with bee- 
keeping, cider and perry; the Young Farmers’ Clubs; _ the 
National Coal Board, showing the uses of the by-products of coal ; 
the Small Pig-Keepers’ Council, and many others.

Disposal of Stocks of Zinc 


N an announcement in the Board of Trade Journal on June 20 

(page 1238), the Ministry of Materials stated that the stock of zinc 
remaining for disposal was limited to about 70,000 tons. A further 
statement was promised on the detailed arrangements for disposal 
when the Ministry had completed their discussions with the trade. 

The actual stock remaining on August 1 is now estimated at 
64,000 tons. 

After the termination on July 31 of the provisional disposal plan 
as announced on December 13 last, it is the Ministry’s intention to sell 
zine from their remaining stocks at a rate of 2,000 tons per month. 
This rate is to be compared with 4,000 tons per month plus sales by 
the Government Broker under the present disposal arrangements. 
The new rate of disposal is subject to variation after consultation if 
in the view of the Government the situation so requires, 

Sales will normally be made by the Ministry to the agents of the 
producers and through other members of the London Metal Exchange. 
The Government Broker will cease to operate after July 31.

Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


WEDNESDAY JULY 8 
Trade with Turkey 


In the House of Lords Lord Mancroft stated that the organization 
for European Economic Co-operation was at present examining a 
recent decision by Turkey, taken in the light of her balance of pay- 
ments difficulties, to re-impose restrictions on imports from the other 
member countries, including the United Kingdom. Considerable 
uncertainty existed as to the volume of imports from O.E.E.C. 
countries which Turkey’s new import programme would permit and 
as to the provisions for the transfer of exchange in payment for such 
imports. Until the O.E.E.C. received the information necessary to 
formulate its recommendations, it was not possible to predict what 
the prospects might be for the improvement in conditions for trade 
with Turkey which Her Majesty’s Government earnestly desired. 

He had no official information about any proposals made by the 
Soviet Government to Turkey affecting trade relations between the 
two countries. 


In reply to supplementary questions, Lord Mancroft said that, with 
the exception, he thought, of sultanas, all the goods which Turkey 
was interested in exporting could be imported into this country on 
private account. Where import licences were necessary these were, 
generally speaking, readily available. When an unofficial ‘Turkish 
trade mission visited this country last February, all possible help was 
given to them by the Government Departments concerned, by means 
of direct discussions and by putting them in touch with seemingly 
promising private trading interests. ‘The Ministry of Food undertook 
to buy an additional 10,000 tons of sultanas from the Turkish 1952 
crop, of which so far only 4,500 tons had been supplied. He under- 
stood that tobacco manufacturers were willing to buy more of the 
particular types of Turkish tobacco they needed than was available 
for them from the 1952 Turkish crop. Licences were granted freely 
to enable the trade to import as much Turkish tobacco as they wished, 
and there were no restrictions on its use. 


THURSDAY JULY 9 
Trade with China 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
said he was informed that some arrangements had been made between 
a Chinese Government agency and a group of British business men 
for trade up to a value of £15 million each way, subject to the granting 
of import and export licences. He had no further information as to 
the nature of this arrangement beyond what had appeared in the Press. 

Some Press reports suggested that a proportion of the proposed 
exports from this country was of goods whose export to China was 
prohibited. He would say now that, while it was our policy to 
develop trade with China in non-strategic goods, our strategic controls 
would not, of course, be affected in any way by any arrangements that 
had been made in Peking. 


MONDAY JULY 13 


Organization of Cotton Industry 


The President was asked if he would state the number of groups in 
the cotton-spinning industry who submitted reorganization plans 
under the Cotton Spinning Re-equipment Subsidy Act, 1948 ; the 
total number of mule equivalent spindles controlled by these groups, 
and the proportion they bore to the industry as a whole ; the number 
of mills and the number and proportion of spindles affected ; the 
total cost of modernization involved ; and the total subsidy paid or 
due to be paid. 


He replied that twenty-seven groups submitted reorganization 
plans under the Act, but one of these later notified its intention to 
make no application for subsidy. On August 15, 1945, the twenty-six 
groups in respect of which applications for subsidy had been or were 
being considered, controlled 21-5 million mule equivalent spindles, 
representing 51 per cent. of the mule equivalent spindles installed in 
the industry as a whole on that date. ‘The plans submitted by these 
groups affected 145 mills and 12 million mule equivalent spindles, 


representing 30 per cent. of the mule equivalent spindles in the industry 
and 59 per cent. of the mule equivalent spindles controlled by these 
groups. ‘The total cost of the modernization involved was estimated 
to be £11-6 million and the total subsidy paid or due to be paid was 
estimated at {2-9 million. 

The President was also asked if he would give figures in his 
possession indicating the pace of re-equipment in the Lancashire 
cotton industry, spinning and weaving, since the war, and, particularly, 
since 1951. 

He stated that complete figures of the total amount of new equipment 
delivered to the Lancashire cotton industry, including home produced 
and imported textile machinery and associated equipment were not 
available. The following estimates of home market deliveries of 
home produced textile machinery for cotton and staple rayon spinning 
and weaving, however, offered a reasonably reliable guide to the pace 
of total re-equipment in the industry :—

Consumption and Supplies of Softwood 


The Minister of Materials, Sir Arthur Salter, was asked what 
estimate he had made of the savings in foreign currency used in 
purchasing substitute materials which would result from freeing the 
importation of softwood. 

He replied that the savings referred to by the questioner, of which 
he was not yet able to give a close estimate, were only one of a number 
of factors which must be taken into account in attempting to assess 
the net effect of removing softwood licensing upon our finances. 
These factors were all now being considered in the light of the 
probable increase in softwood consumption which was estimated to 
be about 230,000 standards a year. 

Sir Arthur Salter added, in reply to another questioner, that from 
the study just completed by officials and representatives of the Timber 
Development Association, who were not constituted as a formal 
Committee, it appeared that, if consumption licensing were removed, 
total consumption of softwood would be likely to rise by some 230,000 
standards a year. ‘he full rise would not take place until the third 
year after the removal of licensing.

Sleeping Berths on Trains to Highlands 


The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, said he 
proposed to ask the British Travel and Holidays Association to 
consider, in conjunction with the Scottish Tourist Board, the extent 
to which present availability of sleeping berths on trains to the 
Highlands was restricting tourist traffic. The Association would 
then be able to make any necessary representations to the British 
Transport Commission. ‘The Commission had a representative on 
the Board of the Association. 


Export of Helicopter to Ceylon 


Asked what approaches he had received from the Government of 
Ceylon for the export of a helicopter from this country ; and what 
restrictions applied to such exports from Britain to Ceylon, Mr. 
Mackeson replied that the President had had no approach from the 
Ceylon Government. Before a helicopter could be exported any- 
where, an export licence would be required. 


Machines for Making Nylon Stockings 


Fully-fashioned hosiery machinery was available from certain non- 
dollar countries and might be imported from most of these sources 
under Open General Licence, Mr. Mackeson said. For balance of 
payments reasons, machinery imports from the dollar area were 
strictly controlled, but it was expected that during 1952 and 1953 
nearly 200 fully-fashioned hosiery machines would have been imported 
from the United States. In addition, the President of the Board of 
Trade had recently arranged for licences to be issued for the import of 
a limited number of fine-gauge machines over the next twelve months. 
He did not accept the implication that the use of American machines 
would make nylon stockings more durable and he was not satisfied 
that the expenditure of more dollars than were already being provided 
would give a compensating increase in our exports. 


Standards for Wool Cloth 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, said that the British Standards Institution expected soon to 
make an announcement about standard descriptions of wool cloth, 
and progress should then be possible in the difficult task of devising 
standards of performance. The Institution had already started work 
on such a standard for cloth for boys’ knickers. 

The President was asked also whether he was aware that at the 
annual conference of the International Wool Textile Organization 
in Lisbon last month it was proposed that in all countries the 
percentage of non-wool fibres in textile fabrics should be declared ; 
that the leader of the British delegation spoke against this proposal, 
in view of the work being done by the British Standards Institution 
in this field ; and what was the policy of Her Majesty’s Government 
on this question. 

Mr. Strauss replied that this conference had no government 
representatives but, according to his information, its proceedings 
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were not accurately described in the question. The policy of Her 
Majesty’s Government in this matter was to encourage trade and 
industry to work out their own standards of quality in conjunction 
with the British Standards Institution. 


Merchandise Marks Act 


The President was asked to what extent the instruction issued in 
his department on July 7, 1913, to the effect that the Board of Trade 
should initiate prosecutions under the Merchandise Marks Act, 1887, 
where the Minister considered that such action was in the public 
interest, had been carried out ; and how many such prosecutions had 
been initiated since the end of the last war. 

Mr. Strauss replied that he assumed the questioner had in mind 
regulations issued in 1913 under the Merchandise Marks Act, 1891. 
These regulations remained in force and the Board of Trade had 
instituted two prosecutions under them since 1945. 


Hire Purchase Order 


Asked why mechanically propelled road vehicles and chassis were 
included in the First Schedule to the Hire Purchase and Credit Sale 
Agreements (Control) Order, 1952, Mr. Strauss replied that the 
restrictions imposed by the Order were part of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment’s general economic policy and the First Schedule included 
these goods with many other classes of goods frequently disposed of 
by hire purchase or credit sale. 

Asked also when it was proposed to lay before the House the Order 
amending the Hire Purchase and Credit Sale Agreement (Control) 
Order, 1952, exempting from that order’s requirements hire-purchase 
agreements relating to the disposal of Road Haulage Executive 
vehicles, Mr. Strauss replied that the President hoped to make and lay 
the necessary Statutory Instrument soon, 


Films of Coronation 


Questioned on what grounds quota certificates were granted in 
respect of the films, ‘‘ A Queen is Crowned,” and “ Elizabeth is 
Queen,” Mr. Strauss replied that these two films were films to which 
the Cinematograph Films Acts applied and were registered as British 
and as exhibitors’ quota films in accordance with the requirements of 
Sections 25 and 26 of the Cinematograph Films Act, 1938. 


Imports of Horticultural Produce 


Asked which countries were exporting subsidised horticultural 
produce to this country, Mr. Mackeson replied that as far as he was 
aware, the only directly subsidised horticultural products that were 
imported into the United Kingdom in any substantial quantities were 
citrus fruit from Israel and dried fruit from the United States and 
Greece. The use of multiple exchange rates and various forms of 
export incentives by a number of countries which exported horti- 
cultural produce to the United Kingdom might, however, in some 
cases constitute an indirect subsidisation of exports. 


Monopolies Commission Inquiry on Tyres 


Questioned about the details of the terms of reference to the 
Monopolies Commission for their inquiries into the subject of 
pneumatic tyres, Mr. Strauss said the questioner would find the terms 
set out in Appendix 2 of the Board of Trade’s Annual Report for 1952 
on the operation of the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry 
and Control) Act, 1948. 


Report of Committee on Weights and Measures 


Asked if he would make a further statement on the report of the 
Committee on Weights and Measures Legislation ; and what action 
he was proposing to take arising out of it which would extend the 
prohibition of the giving of short weight and measure in retail sales 
as contained in the Sale of Food (Weights and Measures) Act, 1926, 
to wholesale dealings, particularly in fruit and vegetables, Mr. Strauss 
replied that as the President explained in answer to a question on 
November 11 last, consultations were taking place with the various 
interests concerned on the many recommendations contained in the 
Report. Those relating to wholesale dealings in fruit and vegetables 
would be started soon,

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Furniture Manufacturers Urged to 


Use Kite Mark 


HE British Standards Institution have issued a copy of a letter 

which has been sent to the furniture industry under the signatures 
of Mr. MacAlister Bexon, President of the British Furniture Manu- 
facturers’ Federated Associations ; Mr. S. Latin, National Chairman 
of the National Association of Retail Furnishers ; Mr. A. G. Tomkins, 
General Secretary of the National Union of Furniture Trade 
Operatives, and Sir David Waley, Chairman of the Furniture 
Development Council. 

The letter states that the aim of the scheme, supported by the trade 
through its Associations, is to protect reputable manufacturers and 
retailers and the public alike from debasement of standards by those 
few who, under the stress of trading conditions, might be tempted 
to sell inferior furniture made to look attractive so as to delude the 
public into thinking they are purchasing durable and reliable articles. 

Therefore, every manufacturer and retailer who withholds his active 
support from the scheme provides an alibi for any whose products 
could not qualify for the Kite Mark. Paradoxical as it may seem, it 
is only if all the good manufacturers use the Kite Mark that the 
scheme will help to prevent the manufacture of sub-standard furniture. 

The purpose of the Kite Mark scheme is simply and solely to 
certify that the materials and the methods of construction used ensure 
that the articles will stand up to the fair use for which they were made. 
An article of furniture may be of the highest quality that craftsmanship 
can devise, or it may be of the normal mass-production quality ; but 
in either case the Mark certifies that it is made of sound materials 
and will stand up to the use to which it will normally be subjected. 

Good manufacturers and retailers, no matter what ranges of 
furniture they handle, should therefore co-operate for their own 
protection and for the protection of the public.

Photo-Electric Cells for Sound Film Apparatus 


A new edition of B.S. 586 : 1953 relates, as did that of 1935, solely 
to cells for use in sound film apparatus. ‘The specified performance 
characteristics of the cells have been brought into accord with present 
day requirements, and cover anode voltage, sensitivity, dark current, 
variation in frequency response, gas factor, stability, and noise current.

Owing to the great variety of sizes and types of cells already in use, 
the dimensional unification of cells necessarily presents very consider- 
able difficulties. ‘The B.S.I. Committee have, however, made a close 
study of these many existing cells and have made a selection of four 
sizes of cells, with associated types of basing, which are now put 
forward in this present edition of the standard. 

Considerable importance is attached to the correct use of terms 
associated with photo-electric cells. A more extensive series of 
definitions is now included which will materially assist in a correct 
understanding of the terms used, Price 2s.

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United Kingdom’s Export Prospects to Pakistan 


This article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner 


in Pakistan. 


The Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, 


London, S.W.1, will be pleased to answer questions arising from the article. 


L'THOUGH immediate prospects for United Kingdom exporters 

to Pakistan are limited, and for many classes of consumer goods 

discouraging, this important market continues to merit close 
attention, more particularly by manufacturers of capital goods. 

A year ago the Pakistan market was expanding rapidly. Import 
licensing regulations were liberal. ‘To-day those regulations are 
heavily restrictive. Imports have been progressively and steeply cut. 
Leading import houses in Karachi and elsewhere have found it 
necessary to retrench staff. How has this transformation come 
about ? 

It is the purpose of this article to outline the unfavourable develop- 
ments of the past year and the position as it now stands ; to examine 
the underlying causes ; and to make some assessment of the prospects 
for the future. Pakistan has hitherto been a valuable and increasing 
market for the United Kingdom. Exporters are probably wondering 
whether the abrupt reversal in recent months is a passing phase, or 
points to a permanent contraction. 

A measure of the problem is that in the first two quarters of 1952 
our exports to Pakistan totalled £15 million and £17 million ; in the 
first quarter of 1953 they dropped to £8 million. 


Import Restrictions 1952 and 1953 


Pakistan’s liberal import policy, designed to encourage the import 
of capital goods for development and of consumer goods to prevent 
inflation, continued unchanged up to the end of June 1952. Under 
that policy a wide range of goods from the United Kingdom (as from 
other non-American account area countries) was admissible under 
open general licence. ‘They included iron and steel ; non-ferrous 
metals ; many kinds of tools, machine tools and workshop equipment; 
practically all machinery and parts ; books and magazines ; chemicals, 
drugs and medicines ; many hardware items ; earthenware, porcelain- 
ware, and some kinds of glassware ; dyes ; some electrical equip- 
ment ; most types of instruments, apparatus and appliances ; tyres 
and tubes ; rayon and cotton yarns ; woollen piece-goods ; cotton 
piece-goods not exceeding Rs. 1/8 (approximately 3s. 3d.) per yard 
c.i.f. ; cycles ; and commercial passenger and goods vehicles. With 
a few exceptions all other imports were admissible under licence. 
Licence applications for the shipping period July-December were 
called for in March 1952. Licences against these applications were 
issued between April and June, and generally showed no material 
reduction in value from previous levels. ‘The values of licences for 
some commodities showed increases by comparison with 1951. 

June 1952 was the high water mark. The end of that month saw 
the first of a series of restrictive measures of increasing intensity. 
Initial action took the form, first, of restricting credit for imports (by 
making letters of credit compulsory, requiring heavy deposits against 
those letters of credit, and making those deposits more difficult to 
furnish by severely curtailing overdraft facilities) ; and secondly, 
in the case of cotton piece-goods, the largest single import item, of 
doubling the import duty. 

‘These somewhat unorthodox measures had little effect. Im August 
the Pakistan Government found it necessary to cancel the liberal 
open general licence XIII and replace it by open general licence 
XIV which was limited to a relatively short list of essentials. Applica- 
tions for commitment licences were invited for the items now deleted 
from the open general licence, but stringent conditions were imposed. 
In many instances orders which had been placed did not qualify. 

In November the new open general licence XIV was itself cancelled. 
It has not been replaced. Here also there have been difficulties in 
obtaining commitment licences. 


Present Position 


All imports into Pakistan (other than those specifically exempted 
such as imports by Government departments) now require a licence. 


Applications for the shipping period January-June 1953 were not 
invited until March 1, and were then invited only for more essential 
and urgent requirements. A number of important categories which 
had been licensable, or even on open general licence, in 1952 were 
excluded. Examples are: earthenware, and_ porcelain-ware ; 
domestic hardware ; domestic refrigerators ; cotton, woollen and 
rayon piece-goods ; hosiery ; paints; cycles ; toilet requisites ; 
beer ; tobacco and cigarettes ; and provisions. 

The issue of licences began in April and the period of their validity 
has varied, some licences providing for shipment until the end of 
June and some until the end of December. In most instances the 
value of licences has been severely cut. 


Underlying Causes of Trade Decline 


The basic reason for these increasing restrictions is fairly widely 
known. For eighteen months from July 1950 to December 1951, 
reflecting the boom in commodity prices which followed Korea, 
Pakistan enjoyed unprecedented prosperity. Her foreign exchange 
earnings in 1951 exceeded £300 million. Despite liberal licensing, 
considerable Government imports for defence, and increasing 
Government imports for development, her foreign exchange reserves 
rose in the course of that year from £100 million to £160 million. In 
January 1952 the boom ended and the recession began. The 
favourable balance of payments was swiftly reversed. By June 
action to arrest the decline was overdue. It was inevitable that 
among the measures adopted, as at an earlier date in the United 
Kingdom and Australia, import restrictions should occupy a key 
position. 

There were at first two elements in this deterioration in Pakistan’s 
balance of payments. ‘To these, in the second half of 1952, was 
added a third. For any assessment of the future it is important to 
distinguish and measure them. ‘The three elements were :— 


the steep fall in the world prices of Pakistan’s exports, in particular 
of jute and cotton ; 

the equally steep and continuing rise in her imports ; 

the unexpected emergence of a food shortage in a country 
hitherto self-sufficient in food grains. 


Exports. Jute and cotton constitute 90 per cent. of Pakistan’s 
exports. In 1951-52*, and again in 1952-53, both jute and cotton 
crops were heavy. Notwithstanding a steep reduction in world 
demand, the volume of exports was reasonably well maintained. But 
over the (calendar) year 1952 the reduced demand, coupled with the 
abundance of supplies, halved the price. In consequence Pakistan’s 
foreign exchange earnings fell by one third (from £312 million to 
£208 million). 


Imports. A fall of this magnitude in export receipts would in 
any event have been a matter for concern. But it would not in itself 
have caused a crisis. In large part it represented a return to more 
normal conditions, from the abnormally high levels of late 1950 and 
of 1951. The balance of payments problem developed into a crisis 
because while export income was falling, import expenditure continued 
to rise, and rise steeply. The following comparison of exports and 
imports in the first six months of 1952 before remedial action was 
taken, with the corresponding six months of 1950 and 1951, places 
the picture in perspective (although the picture is not complete, since 
the available figures are for sea-borne trade on private account only 
and exclude Government imports, and the land trade with India) :—

While exports were falling in the first six months of 1952 (and have 
since fallen further) they were still well above the level of two years 
earlier. A more disturbing feature was that imports—under the 
stimulus of a liberal licensing policy and an ambitiously conceived 
development programme—had in those two years more than doubled 
and were still leaping upwards. Imports at this level could not 
be afforded. 


Food. Pakistan has hitherto been self-sufficient in food grains. 
In May 1950, at the end of the 1949-50* season, she had an export 
surplus of wheat totalling some 400,000 tons (although much of this 
was later washed away in the Punjab floods of that year). Owing to 
a combination of adverse factors in the seasons 1951-52 and 1952-53— 
principally bad rainfall and other water shortages—Pakistan has 
found herself ever since the Jate summer of 1952 under the necessity 
of importing large quantities of wheat in order to avoid famine. 
Wheat imports in the second half of 1952 and the first half of 1953 
have totalled 800,000 tons and, after allowing for what has been 
obtained on loan and barter, have cost some £20 million. The 
anticipated shortage for 1953-54 has been estimated at 1,500,000 tons. 

These, then, are the factors which have governed the Pakistan 
economy, and the policy of her Government, over the past year, 
and which have been responsible for her increasing import restrictions. 
The effect of these factors, and of the action taken, is shown in the 
balance of payments figures, so far as they are available (up to the end 
of December 1952) compared with the figures for 1951 :—

Expenditure, after drastic effort, is now being got under control. 
From an annual rate in the first quarter of 1952 approaching £400 
million (against income even in the boom year 1951 of £300 million) 
it had been cut down by the last quarter to nearer £200 million. The 
adverse balance in that quarter was small, not greatly in excess 
of that in the corresponding quarter a year earlier, and but for the new 
item of wheat imports would have been eliminated altogether. The 
improvement was however in part seasonal, and over the year serious 
inroads had been made in the foreign exchange reserves. From an 
increase by £60 million to £160 million in 1951 they fell during 1952 
by £90 million to £70 million. 


Prospects for 1953 and 1954 


What of the prospects for 1953? In his budget speech in March 
the Finance Minister estimated foreign exchange earnings in the 
current year as £160 million. This would constitute a further 
reduction of £50 million below the earnings of 1952. The estimate 
is perhaps conservative but on current trends in jute and cotton prices 





* The wheat year may be said to run from May to April 
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seems unlikely to be exceeded by any very wide margin. For a 
balance to be achieved, expenditure would accordingly need to be 
kept at an average of no more than £40 million a quarter. This is 
well below the £55 million to which it had been reduced in the last 
quarter of 1952. The immediate outlook is therefore austere. For 
the more important imports it may not prove necessary to retain the 
present complete ban but no general relaxation of restrictions can be 
looked for. Imports will need to be governed by stringent priorities. 

The first of these will be food. Some £13 million has already been 
spent on wheat imports for the first half year. The requirements for 
the second, if paid for in cash, would have brought the total to £40 
million or 25 per cent. of the year’s estimated receipts, but cash pay- 
ments will not, for the most part, now be necessary. Canada and 
Australia have made 145,000 tons available as gifts under the Colombo 
Plan and the United States have just announced that they will supply 
1 million tons of which at least 700,000 tons will be a gift. 

There are other priorities of an immediate and compelling character. 
First, there are the needs of the ‘‘ emergency campaign "’ to increase 
food production. ‘The former Prime Minister, Khwaja Nazimuddin, 
in a considered statement of policy in April described increased food 
production as “ by far the most important domestic problem now 
facing Pakistan.’’ ‘The requirements are more fertilizers, pumps, pest 
control equipment and tractors. Secondly, although defence imports 
have been cut, it is clear that there is a minimum which cannot be 
done without. Thirdly, there are the requirements of existing 
industry, commerce, transport, power plants, and the public 
administration without which they cannot operate—fuel, raw materials, 
spare parts, building materials and the like. Important shortages 
under these heads have already begun to show. Fourthly, there is 
the range of essential consumer goods which also cannot be done 
without—the cheaper varieties of cloth, drugs and medicines, kerosene, 
soap. 


Long-term Needs 


So much for immediate requirements. There are also longer-term 
needs to which the Government rightly attaches a high priority, for 
on their being met depends the possibility of improved balance of 
payments prospects in the future. First, and of over-riding 
importance, are the long-term projects for increasing food production. 
These include the Lower Sind Barrage now nearing completion at 
Kotri, the Taunsa Barrage shortly to commence construction in the 
Punjab, the Ganges—Kobadak scheme under investigation in East 
Bengal, and a number of smaller schemes in the North West Frontier 
Province ; the extension of canal and tube-well irrigation in the Thal 
Development Area and elsewhere in the Punjab ; the reclamation 
by tube-well pumping of land which has gone out of cultivation 
through water-logging and salination ; hydro-electric power schemes 
which directly or indirectly have an irrigation aspect, varying from the 
major projects Karnafuei (120,000 kW.) in East Bengal, Warsak 
(150,000 kW.) in the N.W.F.P., and Mianwali (100,000 kW.) in the 
Punjab, to smaller schemes utilizing low-head falls on the Punjab 
canals ; and finally the new fertilizer plant. 

The second long-term priority is the programme for industrial 
development, more particularly of the industries to process those raw 
materials in which Pakistan is abundant and for which she is therefore 
favourably situated. ‘The more important of these are jute mills in 
East Bengal ; cctton mills, mainly in West Pakistan ; two woollen 
mills, a large paper mill and two smaller cardboard and fibreboard 
mills, several cement factories and sugar mills. Many of these 
undertakings are still in the construction or planning stages, but a 
number of cotton mills and the first two of the jute mills have already 
gone into production. The expediting of the whole programme is 
regarded as one of great urgency, and in the recent budget special 
steps were taken to promote it. The Finance Minister in fact 
described his proposals as “‘ a transition budget—a land-mark in the 
financial history of Pakistan marking a transition from a wholly 
agricultural to a partly industrialized economy.” ‘The urgency 
derives from the need to secure a more balanced economy, to raise 
the standard of living, and to reduce the amount of foreign exchange 
now spent on importing goods which could be manufactured within 
the country. In the case of jute goods, it is hoped these will also 
provide a valuable export earner. 


Industry cannot develop without power and transport. These 
constitute the third long-term priority and the more urgent items, in 
addition to the hydro-electric projects already enumerated, are the 
thermal power stations at Karachi, Hyderabad, and Lya!pur in West 
Pakistan, and Siddhirganj, Khulna, and Chittagong in East Bengal ;

locomotives and rolling stock for the railways ; and port development 
at Karachi, Chittagong and Chalna. 

These lists of priorities are long and formidable. Several of the 
long-term projects are being financed with Colombo Plan and other 
outside aid but the balance will considerably exceed the foreign 
exchange resources available to meet them. Of the estimated 
resources of {£160 million in the current year after allowing for 
invisibles, for a minimum of defence imports and other Government 
expenditure abroad, and for the wheat expenditure already incurred, 
it is unlikely that the amount available for general imports will exceed 
about £100 million. ‘This compares with an annual rate of £250 
million on general imports in the first six months of 1952 before 
restrictions were begun. It is clear that in 1953 there will be nothing 
to spare for imports of a non-essential character, and that the criterion 
of essentiality will be drastic. 

Nor would it be wise to expect any material changes in 1954. It is 
believed that with energetic, forceful action Pakistan’s former self- 
sufficiency in basic food grains can be restored in the not distant future 
but this is unlikely to be achieved in less than two years. The 
growth of industry is also not a matter of months. In short, the food 
and development priorities will be as pressing in 1954 as in 1953. 


Prospects for United Kingdom Exporters 


Nevertheless the Pakistan market remains valuable. Even in the 
specially adverse circumstances of the current year it amounts to 
£100 million, exclusive of aid. 'The United Kingdom has always had 
an important share. In sea-borne trade in all years*® except 1951-52 
when she was temporarily displaced by Japan, she has been Pakistan’s 
leading supplier. Her share has fluctuated between one third and 
one fifth. Can this, in present circumstances, be maintained or 
improved ? 

Britain continues to have important assets. ‘There is the goodwill 
born of long and friendly association. Until recently it was only the 
United Kingdom who had contributed materially to outside capital 
investment in industrial and commercial enterprises in Pakistan ; 
between January 1948 and September 1952 this amounted to £3 
million and was more than six times that of all other countries added 
together. Valuable technical assistance is being given under the 
Colombo Plan. The commercial language is English. The local 
British business community is large and experienced. Britain has 
in general a reputation for straightforward dealing and the avoidance 
of sharp practice. Her products are familiar. Their quality and 
reliability are appreciated. A glance at the priorities enumerated 
earlier will show that many of the items to which Pakistan will wish 
to devote her reduced resources are precisely those which Britain 
would be well placed to supply. 

There are, however, other factors which are less favourable. The 
first is familiar enough and is the mounting strength of foreign 
competition. Pakistan is no exception to what is happening else- 
where. Other countries have seen the value of this market and are 
attacking it with imagination, drive and skill. The following illustra- 
tions may be given : 


Publicity : At the first Pakistan International Industries Fair held 
in 1950 three foreign countries staged impressive national pavilions— 
Japan, Belgium and Czechoslovakia ; at the second in 1952 (in which 
the United Kingdom also participated) there were nine—Germany, 
France, Netherlands, Spain, Austria, Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia, 


Hungary and China. Advertisements by foreign firms figure 
prominently in the local newspapers and trade press. 
Representation : Visits from high-powered executives are 


frequent. A number of foreign firms find it worthwhile to station 
factory representatives in Karachi in addition to a local agent. Some 
of these representatives are of high calibre. ‘They are not only expert 
in sales technique but technicians able to expound and argue detailed 
merits. ‘They tour actively in up-country centres and have developed 
wide and friendly contacts with Pakistani business men and officials 
who are given every encouragement to visit their home factories where 
they are hospitably received. ‘These representatives do not wait for 
market opportunities to come to notice. ‘They seek them out and 
have been known to create them. One firm spent a year persuading 
a department that an important development possibility existed. Not 
unnaturally it got the contract. 


Terms of business: In general foreign firms have been in a 
position to offer favourable prices, fixed prices without variation

they have sometimes been willing to offer machinery as a free sample

for trial. Contracts for erection of the machinery or buildings 
are readily entered into and the technicians supplied at low cost. 
To an increasing degree foreign manufacturers appear willing to 
supply capital goods on long-term credit, sometimes accepting 
payment in the form of shares in the industrial undertaking redeemable 
over a period of years. This factor assumes particular importance in 
the current context of Pakistan’s limited cash resources. Finally, 
although barter as a general policy is not now contemplated by the 
Pakistan Government it may still be resorted to in Government 
contracts exceeding £50,000 and it is known that some foreign 
manufacturers of capital goods are prepared to do business on this 
basis. 

Much business has been lost to our competitors, and in particular 
to Germany and Japan, for the above reasons, the most important 
single item being their favourable delivery dates. There is a further 
aspect of delivery dates which is now telling to our disadvantage and 
constitutes a second unfavourable factor. ‘This is the failure of some 
United Kingdom manufacturers to adhere to them. There have 
almost always been good reasons for the failure, such as the diversion 
of manufacturing resources to the United Kingdom defence 
programme or unexpected raw material shortages, but sometimes an 
omission to give the purchaser early intimation of the delay and a full 
explanation of the circumstances compelling it, has left Pakistani 
officials and industrialists with a feeling of cavalier treatment. It is 
of vital importance that this feeling be eradicated. 

A further unfavourable or limiting factor is the necessity in which 
Pakistan finds herself of covering part of her trade by bilateral trade 
agreements. ‘These are not a new feature of her economy. But in 
present circumstances she is under still more compelling pressure to 
find markets for her exports, particularly cotton, and to take imports 
in return. 

Finally, not all the development projects listed will be open to 
supply from the United Kingdom. Countries providing aid to 
Pakistan in the form of free grants, where they can themselves supply 
the equipment or materials required, will usually elect to do so. 

Clearly there is much that United Kingdom exporters can them- 
selves do to counter or remedy two of the four unfavourable features 
identified above. If the effort is made, our share of the Pakistan 
market can certainly be maintained and may conceivably be enlarged. 
But the degree of effort needed should not be under-estimated. It 
would be a great mistake to assume that because Pakistan has been a 
traditional market in the past it will remain so. Not only is the 
pressure from our competitors strong but in important instances it is 
now taking the form of a readiness to invest capital and enter into 
local manufacture, with the object of securing preferential treatment, 

The effort should be worth making. Hit simultaneously by an 
export recession, by the results of an import policy which, like that 
of many other countries, was over-liberal, and by a food shortage, her 
present difficulties are severe. Nevertheless she remains a country 
of 80 million people, potentially self-sufficient in food, with two 
valuable cash crops and, although lacking coal and iron, possessing 
varied and important resources (to which has recently been added the 
discovery of large reserves of natural gas) for sound industrial develop- 
ment. As shown in her recent budget, she is tackling her difficulties 
with courage and a determination to overcome them, and the 
probability is that she will succeed. For luxuries and near-luxuries 
Pakistan is not likely to provide a market in the forseeable future. 
But for capital goods and the more essential ranges of consumer goods, 
exporters who are willing and able to take a long-term view, and to 
foster the market by whatever means are open to them in the present 
difficult circumstances so that they will be in a position to jump in 
as soon as conditions improve, should find their enterprise justified 
by results.

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Japanese Economy Since the Occupation 


N REVIEWING Economic and Commercial Conditions in Japan* 

Her Majesty’s Minister (Commercial) in Tokyo refers to Japan’s 

post-war recovery and present economic position. On April 28, 
1952, the Treaty of Peace came into force, and after six and a half 
years of Allied Occupation Japan became once again a sovereign 
nation. The re-emergence of a fully independent Japan on the 
world’s economic scene is a fact of great interest and importance to the 
United Kingdom, and the purpose of the Economic Survey is to 
present a picture of Japan’s present economic position and her 
potentialities as a competitor of the United Kingdom in the world’s 
markets. 

The Report states that the efforts which were made during the 
Occupation to restore Japan’s war-shattered economy are a tribute 
alike to discipline, tenacity and resource of the Japanese people and 
to the far-sighted policy pursued by the Occupation. Whatever may 
be the faults of the Japanese people in victory, there is no doubt of their 
qualities in defeat. With the collapse of their armed resistance and 
the destruction of most of their industry, they set about the work of 
reconstruction with energy and with the minimum of political 
disturbance. The Occupation was responsible for many notable 
changes, among which were a reform in the system of land tenure by 
which 90 per cent. of the land is now owned by the peasant farmers 
themselves and, in labour legislation, the institution of a trade union 
system based on the American pattern. _In the process of rebuilding 
Japan’s industries and reopening her overseas trade the United 
States have lent Japan about 1,800,000,000 dollars. 

Japan’s trade with the United Kingdom was not before the war, and 
has not been since, of major significance by comparison with the total 
overseas trade of the two countries. In 1936 it was :-— 


Exports Y147-5 million then equivalent to United States $36°8 
million. 


Imports Y72:9 million then equivalent to United States $18-2 
million. 


Under the Occupation policy of allowing Japan to import only 
essential foodstuffs and raw materials there was no scope for the United 
Kingdom to supply her manufactures to Japan, and direct purchases 
by Japan were confined to wool noils and shoddy, china clay, scrap 
rubber, tin scrap, certain specialized chemical and industrial products, 
films, books and the supply of preserved food, liquor, clothing, 
cosmetics and other requirements of the foreign community in Japan. 
Entrepot trade through London was maintained on a limited scale, 
chiefly in oil and salt. This import policy was relaxed in 1951, and 
by 1952, the Japanese were importing, though in limited quantities, 
a variety of machinery, cars and motor cycles, aircraft, radar, chemicals, 
dyestuffs and office equipment. In the United Kingdom itself import 
licensing has been similarly confined, on balance of payment grounds, 
to essentials, and only cotton grey cloth (for processing and re-export 
to the Colonies), raw silk, oak lumber, canned fish, agar-agar, and 
lately steel have figured prominently. 


Trade with Sterling Area 


Japan’s trade with the Sterling Area was of major importance 
before the war, and has become so again. [It unfortunately remains 
a fact that, although the Sterling Area is the main supplier of wool 
and rubber, many of the foodstuffs and other raw materials required 
by Japan are in shorter supply and at higher prices in the Sterling 
Area than in the Dollar Area. Therefore, the expansion of Japanese 
imports bought for sterling has proved a difficult problem and not 
one capable of quick solution. Against this the expansion of Japanese 
exports to the Sterling Area has, until recently (when many Japanese 
commodity prices have soared above world levels), been conditioned 
by the import policy of the Sterling Area recipients. In particular, 
Pakistan, India, Malaya, Hong Kong and the African Colonies have 
shown the liveliest interest in a wide range of Japanese capital and 
consumer goods. Up to 1951 import licensing in the Sterling Area 
was based strictly on essentiality, but when the dollar convertibility

clause was abolished in the Sterling Payments Agreement of August 31 
of that year, a more liberal import policy was open to these territories. 
Within the space of eleven months Japan had accumulated a sterling 
balance of over £127 million, and it was necessary for them to impose 
further restrictions. The rapid changes of Japan's sterling balances 
underline the major problem inherent in Japan’s foreign trade, 
namely the pressure to export to non-dollar countries traditional 
manufactures which consume a large percentage of dollar raw 
materials, The diversification of Japanese industry, by introducing 
new export commodities alongside the traditional textiles and light 
machinery products, has gone some way already. The search for 
raw material supplies within the Sterling Area has been pressed 
vigorously by the Japanese Government and by merchants. Neverthe- 
less, the problem is still not solved. 

The Survey incorporates sections on Japanese competition in many 
industries, taxation, natural resources, labour and social questions, 
foreign trade, finance, transport and communications, together with 
a number of appendices giving statistical information on many 
aspects of the Japanese economy.

Discussions on Anglo-Italian Trade 


THE Anglo-Italian Economic Committee held its 12th Meeting in 

London from July 6 to 10. The United Kingdom Delegation 
was headed by Sir Pierson Dixon, Deputy Under Secretary of State 
at the Foreign Office, and the Italian Delegation by Minister 
Plenipotentiary Angelo Corrias, Director General of the Economic 
Department of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 

The Committee met in an atmosphere of cordiality and co-operation. 
The course of trade and payments between the two countries since 
the beginning of this year was reviewed, and the prospects for the 
coming 12 months were examined with particular reference to the 
period up to January 1954. 

The supply of certain essential materials in each direction was 
discussed and satisfactory conclusions were reached. 

‘The Italian representatives took note with satisfaction of the 
measures which the United Kingdom authorities took in March 1953 
to relax import restrictions, but in view of Italy’s unfavourable balance 
of payments in sterling they again stressed the urgency of further 
steps being taken in this direction at the earliest opportunity. The 
United Kingdom representatives pointed out that it was still too 
early to assess the effect of these measures on the balance of payments 
of either country, but undertook that when the United Kingdom was 
in a position further to relax her import restrictions they would take 
into account the special position of Italy. 

The Committee will meet again in January 1954, in Rome. 


Italy and the Netherlands 


HE Italian IJnformazioni Per Il Commercio Estero of June 11, 

reports that a new ‘T’rade Agreement between Italy and the Nether- 
lands, valid for one year, was initialled at Rome on June 1, 1953, and 
came into force provisionally from that date. ‘The Agreement may 
be tacitly renewed subject to two month’s notice of denunciation by 
either party. 

Four lists of goods to be exchanged have been drawn up covering 
(a) goods not liberalized by the importing country, and (b) liberalized 
goods, of which the exporting country will authorize the export. 

Imports into the Netherlands of non-liberalized goods from Italy 
include fruit and vegetables, marine salt, polystyrene, artificial textile 
fibres, machinery for the food industry, television sets and parts, 
and motor vehicles. 

Italian imports of non-liberalized goods from the Netherlands 
comprise special motor vehicles with lifting apparatus.

Danish exports to Poland are expected to amount to approximately 
84-6 million Kr. and include grass and grain seeds, marine motors 
and spare parts, marine boiler machinery, marine equipment, including 
pumps, heating and refrigeration equipment, radio-technical equip- 
ment, measuring apparatus, chemical and pharmaceutical products, 
semi-manufactured products and raw materials and motor-vehicle 
spare parts.

Japan and Western Germany 


TRADE Agreement between Japan and the Federal Republic of 

Germany was signed in Bonn on June 9. This Agreement is 
effective for one year from July 1, 1953. 

Estimated sales under this Agreement amount to 45,000,000 dollars 
in each direction. Exports from Japan to West Germany will in- 
clude food and agricultural products of which whale oil is the most 
important item, textiles, chemicals, ferrous and non-ferrous products 
and wood and related products. Germany’s exports to Japan will 
include foodstuffs of which powdered milk is the biggest single item, 
chemicals, machinery, metal products and pharmaceutical products.

Uruguay and Italy 


A TRADE agreement in the form of an Exchange of Notes between 
Uruguay and Italy was signed at Montevideo on June 5, 1953. 

The agreement, which came into force the day after it was signed, 
envisages trade amounting to 13 million United States dollars in 
each direction, and is valid for one year. Provision has been made for 
automatic renewal for yearly periods, subject to three months’ notice 
by one of the parties. 

Uruguayan exports to Italy will include wool, wool tops, frozen 
meat, hides, linseed and linseed oil. 

Italian exports to Uruguay will include machinery, raw materials, 
electrical material, drugs, chemicals and pharmaceuticals. 


Anglo-Iraqi Economic Committee to Meet 


THE Anglo-Iraqi Economic Committee will hold its first meeting in 
London on July 21. ‘This Committee has been set up as a result of 
the agreement reached in July 1952 that there should be machinery 
for regular exchanges of views between representatives of the two 
Governments on financial and economic questions and for the 
discussion of such problems as might arise from time to time, in 
particular in connection with Iraq’s membership of the sterling area. 
‘The Committee will not undertake negotiations on particular problems. 


Uruguay and Netherlands 


A SUPPLEMENTARY Agreement to the Uruguayan-Netherlands 
Commercial and Navigation Treaty of January 29, 1934, was signed in 
Montevideo on June 12. The Agreement ensures for the products 
of each country imported into the other, treatment equal to that 
enjoyed by similar products from other countries in respect of internal 
duties or other subsidiary charges. ‘The Agreement requires ratifica- 
tion and will come into force when the instruments of ratification are 
exchanged in Montevideo.

United States Import Quota on Shelled 
Filberts 


THE Board of Trade have received a copy of a Proclamation by the 
President of the United States imposing a limitation on the importation 
of shelled filberts during the period October 1, 1952 to September 30, 
1953. During this period the total quantity of shelled filberts that 
may be imported for consumption or withdrawn from warehouses 
is limited to 4,500,000 pounds. 

This import quota is imposed under the provisions of Section 22 of 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act, which authorizes the President of 
the United States, on the recommendation of the Tariff Commission, 
to impose fees or quantitative restrictions on imports of any com- 
modity if it is found that such imports interfere with any programme 
undertaken by the United States Department of Agriculture.

forwarded a copy of the Government of India publication 

containing details of India’s Import lice nsing policy for the period 
July-December 1953. Details of the licensing regulations are given 
in the Schedule below.

Limited, was held on July 9 in London, Mr. L. W. Farrow, C.B.E., the 
Chairman, presiding. 


The following is an extract from the statement by the Chairman circulated 
with the report : 


The year 1952 was one of great difficulty with every factor working 
adversely against profitable operations. ‘These adverse factors can be 
summarized as follows :—(a) Losses arising from successive reductions in 
values of our stocks of raw materials. (b) Losses arising from successive

I informed you last year that your Directors had decided to establish a 
mill in Australia, I am glad to state that the old established firm of paper- 
makers, William Nash Ltd., of St. Pauls Cray, Kent, is joining us in this 
proposed enterprise. A site on the Shoalhaven River near Nowra in the 
State of New South Wales has been acquired and plans are now being 
prepared for the erection of a two machine paper mill thereon. In the first 
instance, it is not proposed to build a pulp mill, but the site is suitable for 
that further development when it should be considered advisable. Stock- 
holders will be informed as soon as the financial and other plans are finalized. 


We have continued to expand our research and development work both 
as regards our scientific staff and the equipment of our laboratories. 
Further, we have a big variety of papermaking machinery on which to make 
full scale trials or production when the laboratory work has been completed. 
At all our mills we have technologists qualified and experienced to control 
specifications of the papers once established and to aid this we are continuing 
to add to and improve our recording instruments. We are, therefore, in a 
unique position, not only to develop any speciality papers that may be 
required, but to give even closer attention to the maintenance and improve- 
ment in the quality of our standard papers.

El Salvador 


Concession to Encourage Hotel Industry 


THE enactment of a recent Salvadorean Law granting exemption from 
payment of import duties, etc., to various local industries (see Board 
of Trade Journal of April 4, 1953, page 710) has been followed by a 
further Law making similar concessions for encouragement of the 
hotel industry in El Salvador. 

This new Law was promulgated on May 26, and published in the 
Salvadorean Diario Oficial on May 29, 1953.

Syrian Exchange Rates 


THE Board of Trade have received a translation of a Decree in the 
Syrian Official Journal abolishing the Official Rate of Exchange 
(£ Syr. 6.19 = £1 sterling) for all transactions except those with the 
petroleum companies. 

Its place is taken, for official purposes (including imports by Govern- 
ment departments), by a Fixed Rate, which is intended to follow 
closely the prevailing free-market rate, and may be altered from time 
to time for this purpose. 

The Fixed Rate is currently £ Syr. 9.90 = £1 sterling. This 
notice affects the information published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on May 23, 1953 (page 1071), which should consequently be amended. 


Importation of Wines and Spirits into 


Venezuela 


THE Board of Trade have been advised by H.M. Embassy in Caracas 
that a copy of the bill of lading for all consigments of wines and spirits 
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to Venezuela must be sent to the Embassy in Caracas to arrive there 
in advance of the goods concerned.

Colombian Import Control 


ECREE 1383, dated June 1, 1953, requires increased cash deposits 
from Colombian importers when imports are registered with the 
Office of Exchange Registration. 

Imports will now fall into five classes, for which, in decreasing 
order of essentiality, deposits of 10 per cent., 12 per cent., 15 per cent., 
20 per cent., or 30 per cent. are required. 

Among goods requiring the 30 per cent. deposit are : bottled whisky, 
china and porcelain, and small motor cars ; 20 per cent. deposits : 
films, printed matter, manufactured metal articles including bicycles 
and musical instruments ; 15 per cent. deposits: whisky in bulk, 
semi-manufactured textiles, paper or metal articles, heavier transport 
vehicles and vessels for inland waterways ; 12 per cent. deposits : 
papers, yarns, sheet metal, pipes and machinery. All articles not 
specified in the decree remain subject to the 10 per cent. deposit 
imposed by a previous decree.

Free Exchange Market in Brazil 
RECENT Instruction issued by the Brazilian Superintendency 


AS Currency and Credit provides that until December 31, 1953, 
exporters of all those Brazilian commodities for which payments are 
eligible in part for the free market rate will be entitled to sell 50 per 
cent. of the resulting exchange proceeds through the free market. 
From January 1, 1954, this entitlement will be reduced to 40 per cent. 

Details of the commodities affected were published in the Board 
of Trade Journal on March 7 (page 478), May 2 (page 910) and 
May 23 (page 1076). Herba mate has subsequently been added to 


the list. 
Israel Standards Law 


HE Board of Trade have received a translation of an Israel law 

establishing the Standards Institute as an official body. Under the 
law provision is made for the specification and publication of Israel 
Official Standards. In certain circumstances, the use of a label 
certifying an article to be in conformity with the Official Standard 
may be allowed : in consequence the use of “‘ standard,” ‘‘ normal,” 
etc. is otherwise prohibited.
